Grafton County had 41,333 employed residents
age 16 and up in 2000, up from 36,135 in 1990.

Nearly 82 percent of this county�s residents
worked in their home county in both 1990 and
2000. Only Coos County, with about 83 percent of
its residents working in the county, ranked higher.

More than twice as many workers commuted into
Grafton County than commuted out in both years.

Nearly 7,500 Grafton County residents commuted
out of the county to work in 2000, up from 5,700 in
1990.

Commuting Out

Sixty percent of these commuting residents
travelled to another New Hampshire county in
1990, up from 50 percent the previous decade.

The majority of these commuters travelled to
either Belknap County or Merrimack County
for work both years.

Vermont claimed about three-quarters of Grafton
County residents who commuted out of the state
for work in both 1990 and 2000.

More than 17,600 people commuted into Grafton
County for work in 2000, an increase of four
percent since 1990.

Nearly 60 percent of the people who commuted to
work in Grafton County lived in Vermont.

Two of every five New Hampshire residents who
commuted into Grafton County for work in both
1990 and 2000 lived in Sullivan County.

The number of Coos County residents commuting
to Grafton County for work more than doubled
from 1990 to 2000.

Commuting In

Seven of every ten Grafton County residents drove
themselves to work in both 1990 and 2000.

About 500 residents who biked or walked to work
in 1990 chose an alternative form of transportation
in 2000.

About one of every 20 Grafton County residents
worked from home in both 1990 and 2000.

Grafton County residents travelled, on average,
21.3 minutes to work in 2000, up from 17.1 minutes
in 1990.

The number of residents who travelled more than
20 minutes to work increased by about 37 percent
from 1990 to 2000.

Three of every five Grafton County residents left
home for work sometime between 5 am and 8 am
in both 1990 and 2000.

About 15 percent of Grafton County residents left
home for work sometime between noon and
midnight in both 1990 and 2000.
